Many Australian 
rivers sink into the earth and are 
lost and It Is thought that the waters 
of 00 me of them gather to form the 
lakes discovered. Similar phenom- 
ena are found,- though on a less exten- 
sive scale, In France and other Euro-

strange people In the wildest and most 
inaccessible of the mountain sides. 
Bid the cliff dwellers antedate tho ' 
pyramids of Egypt? Were they ot 
blood relation to the early inhabitants 
of the land where tbe Nile Is god. 
Some students are prepared to an- 
swer both questions affirmatively and 
to give what Is to them abundant 
proof. . The pottery from, their Jong- 
wrecked homes suggests .Egypt, and 
the few inscriptions found have sim- 
ilar BuggestlonB, Mummies, bodies- 
wrapped In cloth, feathers from tha 
breast of the turkey have been dug 
from burial places among the cliffs, 
and, In bone and hair much unlike the- .

It 
the cliff dwellers left any decendants* 
however remote, they are doubtless 
the Mokl and Zunl Indians; who, re- -.

In the vast mid compiicnto'i! mechan- 
ism of our uunk-ru i-iviJized life the dtuni- 
nnnt note is the note of industrialism ', 
nml the rein lions of capital and labor. 
nml especially of organized capital mid 
orgnnJzed labor, to each other nml to the 
public at large cohtu second in Impor- 
tance only to the iijtiinate ipiestlous of 
family life. Our peculiar form of gov- 
eroineut, with its stiiirp division of :m- 
ihnrity between tlie nation n ml the sev- 
eral Ktnti.'s, has been on ihe whole far 
more advantageous to our development 
tlmn n more strongly ceutriilizeil govern- 
ment; Hut it is undoubtedly responsible 
for nut eh of tliu dilUcnlty of meeting with 
ndoqiltito legislation the new problems 
lireseutetl by the total change in Indus- 
trial coudithms on tills continent ilurim: 
the hist hnlf-eeiltury. In actual practice 
it has proved exceedingly difficult, and 
in loniiy cases Impossible, to get unanim- 
ity of 'wise action union? the various 
States on these subjects. % From the very 
nature oT tlie case tlds is especially true 
* of the laws affecting the employment of 
capital in huge i misses. As long as tlie 
States retain tlie primary control of the 
police power the ciren instances rtmst he 
nltogether extreme which require inter- 
ference by the federal authorities, .wheth- 
er in the way of safeguarding the rights 
of labor or in tlie way of seeing that 
wrong is not done by unruly persons who 
shield themselves be hi ml the mime of la- 
lior. If there is resistance to the federal 
courts, interference wit it l lie malls, or 
Interstate coin metro, or molestation of 
federal property, or If the State author- 
ities in some crisis which they are un- 
nble to face call for help then the fed- 
eral government may interfere* but the 
Interfere nee itself simply takes the form 
of restoring order without regard to the 
ni lost ions wldeh have caused the breach 
of order. I believe that under modern 
industrial conditions it is often 1'ccen- 
Bnry, and even where not necessary it is 
yet often wise, that there should he or- 
ganization of labor in order better to 
(fccnre the rights of the individual wage 
worker. All encouragement should be 
given to nny such organization, so long 
ns it is con ducted with a due and decent 
regard for the rights of others, liut 
when any labor union seeks improper 
ends, or seeks to achieve proper ends by 
Improper menus; all pood citizens nml 
more especially nil honorable public ser- 
vants must oppose the wrongdoing na 
resolutely as they would oppose the 
"wroiiEiloiug of nny great corporation. Of 
course any violence, brutality or corrup- 
tion should not for. one moment be tol- 
erated. 

"Wage-workers have nit entire right to 
organize and by nil peaceful and honurn- 
hie means to endeavor to persuade their 
fellows to join with them hi organiza- 
tions. They have a legal right, which, 
Recording to circumstances, may nr may 
not be a moral right, to refuse to work 
in company with men who decline, to join 
their organ iza lions. They have under 
no circumstances tlie ritht to commit vio- 
lence u [ion those, whether capitalists or 
wage- workers, who refuse to.; support 
their orga nidations, or who side with 
those with whom they are at odds; for 
mob rule is In tolerable hi any form. "- 

Prevention of Kallrond Accident*. 

The ever- Increasing casualty list 1 upon 
our railroad.* Is n matter of. grave public 
concern, ami urgently enifs" for action by 
the Congress. Many of our leading roods 
have been foremost in the adoption of 
the most approved safeguards for tlte 
protection of travelers and employes, yet 
the list of clearly avoidable accidents 
continues unduly large. 1 would point 
out to the Uotigress the urgent need o£ 
legislation in the interest of the public 
Bnfcty limiting the hours of labor for 
railroad employes In train service upon 
rnilronds emmged in interstate commerce, 
and providing that only trained mur ex- 
perienced persons he employed in posi- 
tion of responsibility connected with 
the operation of trains. Of course noth- 
ing can over prevent Accidents caused by 
human weakness or misconduct; nH d 
there should be drastic punishment for 
any railroad employe, whether officer or 
man, who by issuance of wrong orders 
or by disobedience of orders causes dis- 
aster. 

The Hiircuu of Lnlior. 

Much can be done by the government 
in labor mutters merely by giving pub- 
licity to certain conditions. The Bureau 
of I,nbor has done excellent work of tliia 
kind hi many different directions. I 
shall shortly lay before you in n special 
message the full report of the Investi- 
gation of the It urea it o- Labor Into the 
Colorado mining strike, nn ih)n \n n strike 
in which certain very evil forces, which 
ure more or less at work everywhere un- 
der the conditions of modern Industrial- 
ism, became start liinrly prominent. 
Dentin i; with Corpora tlnn*. 

When we come to deal with great cor- 
porations the need for the government 
to act direct Jy Is far greater than In the 
case of labor, because great corporations 
can become such only by engaging hi in- 
terstate commerce, and interstate com- 
merce Is peculiarly the field of the gen- 
eral govern men t. It is an absurdity to 
.expect to eliminate the abases in great 
corporations by State action, The na- 
tional government alone can deal nde- 
n uately with these great corporations. 
The America u people need to Continue 
to show the very uualities that thoy have 
shown — that is, modern I ion, good House, 
the earnest desire to avoid doing unv 
damage, utid yet the quiet determination 
to proceed, step by step, without- hall 
nnd without hurry, in eliminating or at 
least in minimizing whatever of iniRcliicf 
or of evil there Is to interstate commerce 
in the conduct of great corporations, 
They are acting in no Kplrit of hostility 
to wealth, either individual or corporate. 
They nre not against the rich man uuy 
more than against the poor mini. On the 
contrary, they nre friendly nlike toward 
rich man ami toward poor man, provided 
only that each acts in a spirit of justice 
and decency toward his fellows. 

Great corporations nre necessary, nnd 
only men of grcnt nnd singular mental 
power can manage such corporations ruc- 



eessfitlly, and such men must have great 
rownnlH, Hut these corporation* should 
he limutiged with due regard to the In- 
terest of the public as a whole. Where 
this can be done under the present laws 
it must be done. Wheru these' laws, come 
short others should be enacted lo supple- 
ment th cm. . . — - 

Iturcnn of Corporation*. 
■ The Bureau of Corporations 1ms made 
careful preliminary investigation of many 
important corporations. It will make a 
special report on the heef industry. The 
policy of Hie bureau Is to accomplish 
the purposes of Its creation by co-opera- 
tion, not antagonism; by making con- 
structive legislation, not destructive pros- 
eeutlou, the immediate object of Us In- 
quiries; by conservative investigation of 
aw and fact, and by refusal to issue 
incomplete mid hence necessarily inaccu- 
rate reports. Its policy being thus one 
ol open lis | airy into, and not attack 
upon, business, the bureau has been nlilu 
to gain not only the confidence, but, bet- 
ter still, the eo-opunitlon of men engaged 
in legitimate business.

Similar- 
ly we should take the greatest cans about 
mtturallziillon. Fraudulent uatiinilUitilou, 
the naturalization uf Improper persons, is 
« curse to our government; and It Is the 
affair of every honest voter, wherever born, 
to see that nn frit ml uie ut voting Is allow- 
ed, thnt no fraud lu connection wllh tint- 
urullxiiilnu in permitted. Nut only tire Die 
laws relating to iialaraiizatlon now defec- 
tive, but Hume relating to citizenship nf 
the I lilted Slnies might also i» be mode 
the subject of seleulllb: Inquiry with u view 
to pruhnuJe fnrlher leglsbttlou.

alone, It should, therefore, receive <rcu- 
so liable tdtl from the government. Tlie 
guvertunenl lias already done excellent 
work for Alaskn lu laying cnbics nnd build- 
ing telegraph linen, Thu Alaskan nnliycs 
should be given the right to acquire, bold,

Our Korelcn Policy. 

In Irenlliig of our foreign policy nail nt 
Hie mt I tilde that this great Nation should 
assume In the world at large, It Is absolute- 
ly necessary lo consider tliu Army' nnd lliu 
Nuvv, and the Congress, through which the 
t bought or ilia Nation finds its ex press Ion, 
should beep ever vividly In mind the futitla- 
iiieulal fact Hint It is iuipu«Mlilc to treat 
our foreign policy, whether lids pulley hikes 
shape in. the elTort Lo secure Justice* fur 
others or Justice for on rue Ives, suve as con- 
ditioned upon the attitude we are willing 
to take toward our Army, ami espeebilly 
towaril our Navy. It Is um -merely unwise. 
It Is contemptible, for a initluu, ns for an 
I ml I vb) mi I. lo use hlgli-simudhig utiigiitigu lu 
proehilui Its purposes, or to tulte positions 
which sre ihlleulous ir uiitmppuricd by- po- 
tential force, nod then to ret use lo provide 
this force. If there Is no Inteutlun of pro- 
viding « tut of keeping the force necessary 
to htu-k up h ulrong iiillntile, then It la fur 
betler nut to assume such an altitude. 

The steady aim of this Natl on, as of all 
enlightened nations, should be to strive to 
bring ever nearer Hie duy when there shall 
pre Villi throughout Hie world the peace uf 
justice, Tlie it 1 are kinds of peace which 
are highly undesirable, which arc lu the 
long run as destructive as any war. Tyrants 
anil oppressors have in nny times luade a 
wilderness iilitl called It peace. Many limes 
peoples who were slothful or timid or short- 
sighted, who bail been enervated by ease 
or by luxury, ur misled by false tench tugs, 
have shrunk lu miuuiuly fashion from do- 
ing duly that .wits stern nml Hint needed 
sclf-sucilllcc, and liuve sought to hide fiom 
their own minds their shortcomings; their 
Ignoble motives; by calling them love of 
peaee. The peace uf tyrannous terror, the 
pence of'cruven weakness, the pence of In- 
justice, all these should he shunned as we 
slitiu tinrlglltcoiis war. The goal hi net be- 
fore ns as a mil Ion, the goal which should 
be set before all mankind, Is the attain- 
metit uf the peace of Justice, of the peace 
which comes when cacti nu Hon Is not mere- 
ly safeguarded lu Its own rights, but scrup- 
ulously recognizes and performs Us duty 
toward others. Generally pence tells for 
right euiis ncss; but If tliere Is coulllet be- 
tween the two, I hen our fealty Is due first 
lo the cause of righteousness. Unrighteous 
Wat's are coin 111 nil, mid unrighteous peace Is 
rare; hut bath should be shunned. It is our 
duty to remember that a nation has no more 
right to do Injustice to another "milium 
strong or weak, than an Individual has lo 
do Injustice to allot her Individual; thut the 
same moral law applies, lu one case us lu 
the other. Ilut we must also remember 
that It Is ns much the duly of the Nut Iuu 
to gutirtl Its own rights and Its own Inter- 
ests us It Is the duty of the Individual so 
to do. Within the Kalian the Individ mil 
hns now delegated thl.i right to the Shite, 
that Is, to the represent ntlve of nil I lie In- 
dividuals, nnd it is a innxlm of the law 
Hint Tor every wrong there Is n remedy. 
Hut In lulernatluiuil luw we have not ad- 
vanced by any means as fnr us 'we have 
ad vn need lu municipal luw. There Is ns 
vet uu Judicial way uf enforcing n right 
lu Intermit lomi I law. When one nnliou 
wrongs nimther or wrongs inanv others, 
i lien- Is uu tribunal before which the wrong- 
doer can he brought. Hither It Is neces- 
sary supinely to acquiesce In the wrong, 
unit thus [nit a prcuilinn upon brutullty 
niiil nggressloii, or else It Is necessary for 
the aggrieved mil Ion valiantly lo sttiud up 
fur lis rights. Until tmiue metlmil is de- 
vised by which there shall be a degree of 
International control over offending untlous, 
It would be a wicked thing for the most 
civilized powers, for those wllh most sense 
of luti Tuiillonul obligations mid with keen- 
est and most generous appreciation of the 
difference between right uud wrong, to dis- 
arm. If the great civilized- nu lions of the 
present duy should completely dlstinu, the 
result would mean nu hiuuetllntely recrud- 
escence of bnrhurlstii In one form or an- 
other, Under any el rctita stances a sit f Helen t 
n nun men l would have to be kept up to 
serve Hie purposes of Intermit loan] police; 
uud until Interiinlloiiiil cohesion nnd the 
sense of bilcruulloiial duties ami rights arc 
far mure advanced' than at present, u ini- 
tio n desirous liotlt of securing respect for 
Itself and of doing good to others must 
have a force adequate for the work which 
It feels Is allotted to II us Its part of the 
general world, duty. A great free people 
owes It to Itself and tu nil mankind not to 
sink Into helpless nesa before the powers uf 
evil,

It 1b uot true thnt tlte United States feels 
nny land hunger ur entertains any projucls 
IIS regard h. the Other ml lions of tile West- 
ern hemisphere suve nucli as ure for their 
welfare. All Unit this country desires ll to 
see the neighboring* countries stable, or- 
derly, uml prosperous. If u nation shows 
that -It knows bow lu net with reasonable 
eltlclcncy and decency. In social nml political 
mutters, It It keeps order uml pays; lis uii- 
llguiious, It need tear no Interference from 
Ihe Lulled blatew. Chronic wrong-doing, 
or un Impotence which results In a general 
loosening of the ties ot civilized society, 
inuy lu America, v? {elsewhere, ultimately 
require iutcrvcuiio-^liy some civilized nu- 
ll on, uud In the lYesterti hemisphere the 
adherence of the United Klutes to (he 
Muu roe doctrine may force the United 
States, however reluctantly, In Hug runt 
cases of such wrongdoing or Impotence, to 
Hie exercise of an lutcruutlount police 
power. 

In asserting the Monroe doctrine, In tak- 
ing such steps as wu have hi ken I it regard 
to Cuba, Venezuela untl I'liluiitln, mid lu 
ciidcavorJitg lo el reu inscribe the theater* of 
\v;n- In the Far Knst, and to secure the 
upeu door In China, we have iletcd III our 
u wu Interest as Weil us hi the interest of 
l ui ni unity tit large. There ure, however, 
cases lu which, while our own Interests ure 
not gretilly Involved, strong appeal Is 
utiide lo uur sympathies. Ordlminiy It Is 
very iiiucli wiser- and more useful for us 
hi concern ourselves with striving for our 
own mom i and muter I a I betterment here 
ut liomc tlmu to concern ourselves with 
trying lo better thu cuiidltiou of tilings lu 
other nations. We have plenty uf sins of 
our ou'n to war against, and under ordi- 
nary elrcuuiKlnuees we can do more for Hie 
general uplifting of liumnuily by striving 
with lienrt ami soul to put u stop to civic 
corruption, to bruin I lawlessness nml vio- 
lent raeii prejudices hero nt home l linn by 
Pusslng resolutions nbimt wrongdoing else- 
where. Nevertheless there are cccaslonnl 
crimes cginmltted un so vnst n senlc ami 
nf such peculiar Iturrur ns to make us 
doubt whether It Is not our munlfcst duty 
lo end caver ut leust to show our dhuip- 
provnl of the deed uml our sympathy with 
tbuso who have suffered by It. The cases 
in list be extreme lu which stu-li a course fs 
Just I liable. The casus In which we could 
Interfere by forcu of arms us we Interfered 
to put a slop to Intolerable conditions In 
Cuba are necessarily very few. It Is in- 
evitable that a people like ours, which In 
spite of certain very nbvluiiH shortcomings, 
nevertheless ns a whole shows by Us con- 
sistent practice Us belief In ihe principles 
of civil and religious liberty nnd of orderly 
freetliuu, should desire eagerly to give ex- 
pression to Its horror on na oceuslon like 
Hint of Ihe iiiussncre or the Jews In Klshe- 
lief, or when It witnesses such systematic 
and loug-cxteiided cruelly nnd oppression 
nn thu cruelty -and oppression uf which the 
Armenians have been tlie victims, mill 
which have won, for them the Indignant 
pity of the civilized world.

The Louisiana Purchase ISxposItlou, 
by general verdict the greaU'st of all 
world's lairs, and 11 success liuancbtlly, 
closed with ilttltig ceremonies at mid- 
night Thursday, Over eighteen and' 
thrcLMiunrtci's millions of persons 
passed through Its turns Hies in the 
seven months It has been open to the 
public; more Umu ?oU00U,000 was ex- 
pended Iu the construction and tnaliile-. 
nance of the gretit show and about 
this same amount of money was spent 
by the public within Uie exposition 
grounds. 

, The exposition com puny has Issued 
110 statement or ostium 10 of the limui- 
clal status of the fair, but a conserva- 
tive ofuHiiuiry of receipts and expen- 
ditures may be made from a study of 
such iigures as rhe exposition comjiany 
lias given .out, combined with a knowl- 
edge of percentage of prollt to the ex- 
position from the various sources of 
revenue. 

Of the 1(1,000,000 admissions, using 
round numbers only lor tbo purpose of 
estimating, probably 0,000,1)00 have 
been free admissions, leaving 14,000,- 
000 paid admissions, fro'iu which the 
exposition I'erlved about ja.OOO.OOO. 

Receipts Total i?l :t,00i>.000. 
According to bewt luforuuiUon ob- 
tain able, the world's fair receipts from 
•concessions have all, along Just about 
crjiia'ted the receipts from admissions. 
This wuii Itl give, the exposition 11 total 
revenue of $12,000,000, to which may 
bo added §1,000,000 for receipts from 
all other sources. This gives the ex- 
position n grand total of §13,000,000 
of receipts. 

During the pro-exposition period the 
world's fair company received §5,000,- 
000 from the government; §o,000,000 
from the city 11 ml §9,000,000 from in- 
dividual stockholders. In addition the 
exposition obtained 11 loan, of §4,000,- 
000 from the government, which was 
repaid **ut of the receipts after lite 
fair opened. The receipts from the 
prc-exi>osltlon period for admissions 
and nil other sources brought tie 
world's fair total resources up to the 
day of opening up to about §20,000,000. 
This sum, which was all expended, 
added to the cost of maintenance dur- 
ing the ex position period and lo the 
total amount expended by State and 
foreign government and the United 
States government, bring Ilio total cost 
of the exposition, exclusive of the cost 
to' exhibitors or preparing, transpor- 
ting mid maintaining exhibits, up to 
nbout §50,000,000. 

Granting that the §20,000,000 which 
tho world's fair obtained from the 
government, tho city and private stock- 
holders was all expended before the 
gates of the fiilr were thrown open 
tn the world, nail this Is not question* 
ed, the exposition was entirely dc- 
pciulcnt upon the dully receipts from 
admissions and concessions for Its op- 
crating expenses. Included under tills 
heading Is the. cost of the Jefferson 
guards, gatekeepers, clerks, gardeners 
and laborers, the lighting of buildings, 
the salaries of the olllclnis and super- 
intendents, the cost or aeronautic ex- 
periments, Die expenses of music 
amusement mid the various entertain- 
ment features carried out from time 
to time, the reception and entertain- 
ment of distinguished guests, the ren- 
tal of (lie Catlln tract and other hind 
leased from private owners, and the 
thousand nnd one minor expenses In- 
cident to Hie maintenance of a great 
universal ex|X»sltlon of tin; magnitude 
nnd scope of the St. Louis fair. 

Undoubtedly the cost - of mainte- 
nance and operation has been heavy, 
hut It Is believed that there should he, 
it f ler salvage, 11 balance of at least 
§1,000,000 to be divided among stock- 
holders after Forest Park shall have 
been restored and turned buck to the 
city In acceptable shape. Tills work, 
It Is believed, will cost fully §100,000. 

If- the above estl unites are not far 
from right there will he. therefore, a 
surplus of about $1,000,000 to he di- 
vided among the government, the city 
and several Individual stockholders, 
who subscribed equal parts of Hie §15,- 
000,000. This would allow the exposi- 
tion to repay each stockholder a bout 11 
iter cent of the in vestment. The expo- 
sition, therefore, has been 11 llminelnl 
success, beyond the expectations of 
many of Its most optimistic trie mis, 

The attendance at St, Louis was 
much less than at Chicago, Tho lolal 
admissions of all kinds were; In round 
numbers, 18,500,000 at St. Louis hi 
seven months and 27.500,000 at Chi- 
cago In six months. The total paid ad- 
missions at Chicago were 21,500,000, 
or a.000,000 more than the total ad- 
missions of all kinds at St. Louis, lu 
the mouth of Oclolicr the admissions 
of till kinds at St. Louis were 3,022,1120 
nnd the pnld admissions nt Chicago 
were 0,810,435. On Chicago day nt 
Chicago the paid admissions wore 
7HS.SSI nnd the total admissions not 
fni' from 1,000,000,

GAUGE TO MEASURE FOG. ' 



Caltforntan Suggests How This May 
Be Accomplished. 

A correspondent of the Monthly, 
Weather Ilevlew living In Son Diego, 
Cal., makes a suggestion that an in-! 
stmment consisting of a wire frame-' 
work be contrived, which Bhall collect 
fog particles, conduct the drops Into 
a rain-gauge, and thus malte the meas- 
urement of fog possible. The object; 
of this measurement would be .to show 
that In such a region as southern 
"California, where the rainfall Is small 
and where there Is a good deal of fog, 
the fog deposit Is a considerable one, 
and Is one of noteworthy importance 
to vegetation. 

In his comments on this suggestion, 
Prof. Abbe rightly points out that it 
would he difficult, it not Impossible, to 
argue from the catch or a' rog screen' 
to the eotch of an orchard of trees; 
that the "fog depositor" would give 
no positive . information as to how 
much the leaves and stems of plants 
collect, or how much of the water falls 
to the ground In such a way that the 
roots of the plants may utilize It, and 
that the chief benefit which delicate 
plants on the California coast obtain 
from the fog 1b probably In tbe 
protection which .the fogs afford 
against tbe heat of the sun. "j
